Predereflors 
had ncuer beene:queſtioned; withourpunifſh- 
ment,orſharpe reproofe; ſo-Wrxdid cadeauour 
to haue ſhortned thofe debates, for winning of 
time , which would haue much aduantaged 
Our-great affaires, both 'arhome and-abrogde. 
Andtherefore,both by Speeches and Meſſages, 
We did often-derhure Qur Gractous and:deerc 
reſolution, to mainrcine, nor ohcly rhe Parlia- 
ment, buvallQur people, im-cheir-antienr and 
iuſt liberties, wichoureinherviolation ordimi-

This Parliament, howſocuer, beſides the ſer- 
ling Ourneccſlary Supply, and their owne Li- 
berties,they waſted much time in ſuch procee- 
dings (blalting Our gouernment, as We arc 
vawilling to remember,) yet Wee ſuffered to 
fir, yntill chemſcluecs deſired vs to appoint a 
time for their receſſc, not naming cither Ad- 
journement or Prorogation. 

Wherevpon, by aduice of Our Counſell, 
Werclolued to Prorogue, and make a Sellion: 
_ -andto thatcud prefixed a day, by which they 
might (as was mecte in ſo long a fitting) 
finiſh ſome profitable and good Lawes ; and 
withall gaucorder for agracious pardon to all 
our Subicts: which,according to the vicof 
former Parliaments, paſſed the higher Houſe; 
and was ſcent downe to the Commons. All 
which bcing graciouſly intended by Vs, was 
ill eatertayned by ſomediſaffected perſons of 
that Houſe;who, by their artifices, in a ſhort 
timerailed ſomuch heate and diſtemperin the 
Houſe, for no other viſible cauſe, but becauſe 
Mchad declarcd Our reſolution to prorogue, 
as Our Counlell aduiſed, and not toadiourne, 
as ſomeof that Houle(aftrer Our reſolution de» 
C clared

clared,and notbefore) did manifeſt themlſclues 
ro affect ; that ſcldome hath greater paſſion 
beene ſecne in that houſe ypon the greateſt 
occaſions. And then ſome glaunces in the 
Houlc, but open rumors abroad, were m_ 
thatby the Anſwere to the Petition Wehad gi- 
uen away, not onely Our Impoſitions vpon 
goods exported & imported, butthe Tonnage 
and Poundage;whereas,in chedebateand ham- 
mcring of that Petition, there was no ſpeech or 
mention, in cither Houſe, concerning thoſe 
Impoſitions; but concerning Taxes and other 
charges within the Land: much lefſe was there 
any thoughtrhereby to debar Vs of Tonnage 
and Poundage; which, both before-& aftc? S 
Anſwere to that Petition, the Houſe of Com- 
mons, inaltheir ſpeeches and treaties, did pro- 
fcle rhey were willing rograunt. And, atthe 
ſame time, many other miſinrerpretarions were 
rayſed of thar Petition & Anſweore,by men not 
_ well diſtinguiſhing berweene well ordered li- 

berty,and liccntiouſneſſe; as if;by ourAnfwerg 
rothat Petition, We had letloofſe che Raynes of 
Our gouernement. And, in thisdiltemper, the 
Houſe of Commonslaying aſide the Pn (a 
thing

thing ncuer done in any former Parliament) 
and other buſineſſes fir ro haue bin concluded 
that Seſſion, ſome of them wentabourto frame 
and conitriuea Remonſirance againſt Our re- 
cciuing.of Tonnage and Poundage;which was 
ſo farreprocecded in, the night beforethe pre- 
fixed time for concluding the Seſſion, and fo 
haftened by the contriuers thereof, that the 
meant to hauc purit to the yore of the houſe 
the next morning, before Weſhould prorogue 
the Sefſi0n. 'And therefore, finding Our gra- 
cious fauours in that Seſſion, afforded to Our 
people, ſoillrequited, and[uch ſiniſter ſtraines 
madeypan our Anſweretothar Petition,tothe 
diminution of our profit, & (which was more) 
rothe danger of our goucrnement; We reſol- 
ucd to preucnr. the finiſhing. of thar Remon- 
ſtrance, & other dangerous intentions of ſome 
illaftc&ed perſons, by ending the Seflion the 
next morning,ſome few howres ſooner then 
was expected; and, by Our ownemouth,to de- 
clare to both-Houſes the caules thereof, &, for 
- hindring the ſpreadipg of thoſe: ſiniſter in- 
terpretations of that Petition and Anſwere, ro 
oive ſome neceſſary directions for ferling and 
GC a quicting 
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quicting our goucrnement,yntill another mee- 
ting, which weperformed accordingly the ſixe 
and twenticth of Tune laſt. 

The Seſſion thus ended, and the Parliament 
riſen, that intended Remonſtrance gaue vs oc- 
caſiontolookcinto that bufineſſe of Tonnage 
and Poundage. And therefore, though ourne- 
cellitics pleaded ſtrongly for Vs, yet Wee were 
notaptro ſtraine that point too farre, but relol- 
ued to guide Our Selfe by the practile of for- 
mer ages , and cxamples of Our molt Noble 
Predeceſſours ; Thinking thoſe counſells beſt 
warranted , which the wiledome of former 
ages , concurring with the preſent occaſions, 
did appoouc: And therefore gaue order for a 
diligent ſcarch of Records; vpon which it was 
found, that although, in the Parliament holden 
in the firſt yecre of the Reigneof King Edward 
the Fourth , the Subſidic of Tonnage and 
Poundage was not granted ynto that King, 
bur was firſt granted voto him by Parliament 
inthe third ycere of his Reigne; yetthe ſame 
was accounted and anſwered to that King, 
from the firſt day of his Reigne,all the firſt and 
ſecond yceres of his Reigne, and vntill it was 


granted 
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granted by Parliament: And that inthe ſuccee- 
ding times of King Richard the Third , King 
Henrythe Scucnth, King Henry the Eight, King 
Edwardthe Sixth, Queene Mary, and Queene 
Elizabeth, the Subſidic of Tonnage and Poun- 
dage was not onely enioyed by cuery of thoſe 
Kings and Queenes, from the death of each of 
' them deceaſing, votill it was granted by Parlia- 
ment vnto the Succeſſor; Bur in all thoſe times, 
(being for the molt part peaccable , and nor 
burthened with like charges and neceſſities as 
theſe moderne times) the Parliament did, moſt 
readily and cheerefully , inthe beginning of c- 
uery of thoſe Reignes, grant the ſame , asa 
thing moſt neceſſary for the guarding of the 
Seas, ſafctie and defence of the Realme, and 
ſupportation of the Royall Dignitic. And, 
inthe time of Our Royall Father, of bleſſed 
memory, hecnioyedthe famea full yeere, wan- 
ting very few days, before his Parliament be» 
gan ; and aboue a yeere beforethe Att of Pars 
liament forthe grant of it was pafſed : And 
yet, when the Parliament was aſſembled, it was 
granted without difficultic. And,in Our owne 
time, We quietly recciued the ſame three yeeres 
C 3 and 
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and more, cxpeCting with patience, in ſeucrall 
Parliaments,the like grant thereof, as had been 
mage to ſomany of Our Predeceſſours ; the 
Houlc of Commons {till profefling , that m;ul- 
titude of other buſineſſe, and not want of wil- 
lingneſſe on their part, had caulcd theſctling 
rhetcofto beſo long deferred. Angrherefore, 
finding ſo much reaſon and neceſlitie for the 
recciuing of the ordinaric dutics inthe Cu- 
ſtomc-houle, to concurre with the practice of 
ſuch a Succellion of Kings and Queenes, fa- 
mous for Wildome, Iuſtice, and Gouernmenr, 
and nothing to the contrary, bur that intended 
Remonſtrance, hatched out of the palsionate 
braines of a few 'particular perſons; Wee 
thought ir ſo farre from the wiledome and du- 

ticof a Houle of Parliament, as Wee could not 
thinke,that any moderateand diſcreet man (vp- 
on compoſed choughts , ſetting aſide paſsion 
and ditemper ) could: bee againlt recciuing 

of Tonnage and Poundage; eſperially frnce 

Wee doe, and {till mult purſue thoſe cnds, 

and vndergoe. that Charge, for which it was 

firlt granced:to the, Crowne it hauipg becne 

ſo longand conitantly continued ro. Our Pre- 

deceſlors 
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deceflours,as that in foure {cucrall Acts of Par- 
liament, for the granting thereof, ro King 
Edward the Sixth, Queene Mary, Queene Eliza- 
beth , and Our blelled Father , itis in cxpreſle 
rermes mentioned , to hauc beene had and 
enioycd by the ſeuerall Kings , named in 
thoſe Aces, time out of mind, by authoritic 
of Parliament. And therefore, yponthele rea» 
ſons, Wee heldir agreeable ro Our Kingly Ho- 
nour, and neceſſary for theſaferic and good of 
Our Kingdome, tocontinue the reccipt theres 
of,as ſo many of Our Predeceſſours had done. 
Wherefore, when afew Merchants ( being ac 
firſt but one or two ) fomented., as it is well 
knowne; bythofceaill Spirits thac would haue 
harchedthar vaducifull Remonltrance, began 
to oppole the paiment of Our accultomed du- 
ties 1n/the"Cuttome-houſe; We gauc order to 
che Officers of Our Cultomesto goe oh, not- 
with[tanding that oppolution, inthe recciuing 
of thevſuall duties; and cauſed thoſe char ro- 
fuled; 40 bewarned ro* atread at ee Gountell 
board; that, by che wifedome andauthority of 
Our Counſell ,:they mightbe'reduced to obe- 
dience andduery ;where ome of chem, with- 
if | our 
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out reucrence or reſpe& to the honour and 
dignity of that preſence, bchaucd themſclues 
with ſuch boldneſle and inſolcncy of ſpeech, 
as was not to bee endured by a farre meancr 
Aſſembly; much leflero be countenanced by a 
houſe of Parliament, againſt the body of Our 
Priuic Counlzll. 

Andas in this Wedid what in honour and 
rcalon was fit for the preſent ; fo Our thoughts 
were dayly intentiue vpon the reaſſembling of 
Our Parliament, with full intention on Qur 
part, to take away all ill vnderſtanding be- 
tweene Vs and our people; whole loucs,as Wee 
defired,to continucand preſcrue; ſo Wee yſed 
Our belt cndeauours, to preparcand facilitate 
thewaytoit. Andtothiscnd, hauing taken 
a {tri& and cxact ſurucy of our gonernement, 
both in the Church and Common-wealth,and 
what things were molt firand neceſlary ro be 
reformed , We found in the firlt place, that 
much exception had becneraken at a booke, 
intituled, Appello Ceſarem, or An Appecale to 
Ceſar, and publiſhed in the yeere 1625. by Ri- 
chard Mountagne, then Batchelor of Diuinirie, 
and now Biſhop of Chicheſter ; and _—
